Defense Plans 
For Evacuation 


CHICAGO OB- -Civil defense offi­ 
cials today laid plans to evacuate 
all of Chicago, including the ani­ 
mals in zoos, in case of an enemy 
attack with city killing thermonu 
clear weapons. 
Illinois Civil 
Defense 
Director 
Robert 
M 
Woodward, returning 
from 
a Washington 
conference, 
said there would be a complete 
overhaul of defense plans, based 
on evacuation rather than the hrl 
ter system of defense. 
About five million persons Jive 
in the Chicago area, some 3,000,- 
000 of them in th*- city proper 
Loaded with heavy industry itself, 
and near the Gar}. Ind., steel mill 
area, it is one of the nation's most 
inviting bomb targets for enemy 
forces 
Woodward said the heart of the 
new defense plans would be to de­ 
velop—within 
18 months—a sys 
tem of emptying the city in six 
hours. He admits it is a staggering 
job. 
Would Pick Up Walkers 
All women and children would 
be evacuated from the city as soon 
as war broke out, for instance if 
Washington were hit by the first 
wave of enemy bombers. 
Male residents would be hustled 
out of the city as soon as a bomb 
alert was flashed for Chicago it­ 
self 
Residents without cars, or per­ 
sons who could not use their own. 
would leave their houses and start 
walking out of the city. 
Taxi cabs, trucks, private autos 
and government vehicles would be 
expected to pick up the walkers 
as they left the cit} 
Refugees would first he taken to 
20 centers about 15 miles outside 
the city. Presumably, they would 
be there when the bomb struck 
As soon as possible they would 
be sorted out, classified and sent 
to refugee centers .scattered thru 
out the Midwest.

What the public will sec is a tre 
mendous fireball, tilling the hon 
zoo with flame and smoke.

first hydrogen 
blast, tile one that plunged a rocky 
atoll 175 feet down through 
the* 
ocean floor on Nov, I, 1952. 
Yet it 
was a mere firecracker compared 
to the latest hydrogen explosion 
exactly one month ago today. 
Tin* public will be* shown the* fev­ 
erish preparations tor tile lust ll 
blast 
They will see a black, two 
story structure* atop a lonely atoll 
This was known as the* H house, 
which housed the hydrogen device 
Then the cameras will show 
a 
control ship about IO miles out to 
sea from the* archipelago, about 35 
miles from the* fateful atoll. 
The 
public will watch while tin* control 
switches are pulled. 
Then the horizon flames up, and 
a monstrous fireball takes shape 
The announcer explains that the 
fireball, alone, is three miles in (Ii 
amelet-, though it is only the* red 
eyeball of the blast. 
It is then 
superimposed over the city of New 
York, showing how the* center of 
Manhattan from Washington Square 
to Central Park would he turned 
into a fiery furnace, and the rest 
of the city would be devastated by 
shock and heat waves. 
POISONOUS G EY SER 
The fireball finally erupts into 
a geyser of smoke 25 miles high 
and forms the familiar mushroom 
cloud 
Some scientists 
have sue 
gested that it ought to be called a 
toadstool cloud, because it i*. dead 
Iv poisonous 
Most fearful result et a hydrogen 
explosion, scientists say, is what 
they 
call a heavy 
“ falling off.” 
This means the shower of radio 
active ash that rains down over 
the area 
In an atomic explosion 
the radioactive residue is scatter 
rd in a fine spray that has a ten 
denoy to stay up in the atmospHYe 
until 
it dissipates.

hydrogen 
blast, however, not only throws 
the radioactive poison over a wider

Revocation or suspension of a 
driver license is a serious matter, 
and the law provides se\ero pen­ 
alties for anyone convicted of driv­ 
ing after his license Is revoked or 
suspended.

Drivers License Act is to protect 
the great majority of drivers from 
the few' who ate a constant menace 
on the streets and highways.

a person’s license has te en revoked

court on a charge which refjuires 
that action, he is taking a long 
chance of spending a considerable 
amount of time in Jail if be con­ 
tinues to drive.

“ Thirty lashes on the bare back. 
v.ell laid on" sounds rather severe. 
and it was. 
These 
words 
in old 
court records of Southern Illinois 
indicate the 
punishment of con­ 
victed criminals. 
In addition to the lashes the vio­ 
lator sometimes received addition­ 
al punishment in the stocks or in 
the pillory. 
The whipping post was simply a 
tall sturdy one, high enough to al­ 
low the wrists of the standing vic­ 
tim to be raised above his head 
and the cord binding them fasten­ 
ed at the top of the post. 
Stocks 
were 
made 
of heavy 
boards having notches in their ad­ 
joining edges, 
into which the ex­ 
tended wrists and ankles of the 
seated victim wore fastened. Thus 
seated, the person being punished 
was uncomfortable and 
helpless, 
sometimes being treated to indig­ 
nities bv the passersby. 
Severe Punishment 
Confinement in the pillory was 
considered very* severe, since the 
law 
would allow 
no more 
than 
three hours of such 
The pillory 
was 
made 
of two 
boards 
with 
three notches, in their 
adjoining 
sides. 
The center notch was large 
enough to fit around the neck of 
the victim while the smaller notch­ 
es. one on either side of the larger 
one, would close about his wrists 
The height of the openings forced 
the 
victim to stand 
in a stooped 
position. 
Some of the early laws and pun­ 
ishments visited upon their violat­ 
ors ma.' be of interest Murder, de­ 
fined as killing with malice afore­ 
thought, was punishable by death, 
«nd the person on trial was either 
found 
guilt 'a n d hanged or went 
free. 
Anyone committing forgery was 
required 
to repay 
the damaged 
person and to stand in the pillory 
for not 
more than 
three hours. 
Larceny or theft of personal prop­ 
erty 
required 
the one convicted 
to return the value of the goods 
stolen 
and to receive 
not more 
than 31 stripes on his bare back. 
Lashes for Burglary 
Burglary was punishable by 39 
lashes 
The offender was also re­ 
quired to furnish bond guarantee­ 
ing good behavior for three years. 
ll he violated this bond, he was 
required to restore 
three times 


the value of the goods stolen, one 
part to the state and two to the 
person 
from 
whom 
theft 
was 
made. 
Rioting, a disturbance in which 
three 
or more persons 
joined to 
create 
disorder, 
was punishable 
by 39 lashes plus a fine. 
A 
disobedient child 
or servant 
could be taken before two justices 
of the peace. 
If convicted the vio­ 
lator was confined in the county 
jail until he “ humbled himself in 
a manner satisfactory to the p a r­ 
ent or m aster.” 
Should the child 
or servant assault the master, the 
two justices could sentence him to 
receive IO lashes on the bare back. 
A 
Negro or mulatto 
IO miles 
from home without special 
p er­ 
mission received IO lashes. 
A like 
punishment was due if he entered 
upon the property of anyone, other 
than his master, without .specific 
permission. 
A sheriff \\"ho willingly allowed 
a prisoner to escape was required 
to take the prisoner’s place and to 
receive the punishment the prison­ 
er would have received upon con­ 
viction of the crime charged. 
In 
1808 the penalty for horse 
steal­ 
ing was death. 
Anyone .selling li­ 
quor to an Indian was to be fined 
$5 OO for each quart sold. 
Fixed Height of Fences 
Men between 16 and 60 were re ­ 
quired to serve in the militia and 
to meet regularly each week for 
two hours of drill. The militiaman 
provided 
his 
own 
rifle, 
bullet 
mould, a pound of powder, four 
pounds of lead, a priming wire, a 
gun 
brush, 
six flints, 
a powder 
horn, and a bullet pouch. 
The height of fences was fixed 
by law 
Northwest Territory stat­ 
utes required fences four feet six 
inches in height and those of Illi­ 
nois 
Territory 
called 
for fences 
fixe feet six inches high. The width 
of cracks between pickets or pal­ 
ings and between the rails in a rail 
fence was fixed. 
In 
considering 
early 
laws and 
penalties it must be remembered 
that the conditions were very dif­ 
ferent from the present, 
Jails and 
prison 
facilities were limited. 
It 
was thus easier to dispose of the 
culprit with “30 lashes on the bare 
back well laid on” or “three hours 
in the 
pillory” and then turn him 
loose. 
Space was thus made avail­ 
able for the next violator,
